Foreword

j)o]l.  is  in  not  gettinu"  enoiigli  education.  Pollers  found  that 
more  men  and  women  listed  that  omission  than  any  other,  a.^ 
being  responsible  for  their  hardships. 

In  these  trying  times  our  schools  should  devote  them- 
s-.^lves  directly  to  the  great  fundamental  purposes  of  educa- 
tion— the  preparation  of  intelligent  citizens  who  understand, 
believe  in,  and  practice  the  ideals  of  democracy — the  preser- 
vation of  national  unity;  the  development  of  a  sense  of  res- 
ponsibility for  common  welfare ;  and  the  maintenance  of 
sound,  wholesome  community  life.

By  lookiug  at  the  l)u(lgo<  you  will  notice  that  the  largest 
single  increase  is  tli(^  item  tuitiou.  With  but  two  in  the  Senior 
class  at  Gorhani  and  with  scxcn  new  ones  to  enter  it  would 
appear  that  the  numl)er  of  tuition  j)upils  would  definitely  be 
larger.
